бтв: I have the honor to submit herewith, as required by law, 


. thè biennial report of the transactions and expenditures of this 


department for the fiscal term ending September 30, 1888. 
You are aware that I did not come into possession of the ef- . 
fects of this office until this report should have been made, and I 
have been compelled to gather such information as is here pre- 
sented very hastily from the somewhat meager records in this of- 
fice, with the aid of several of the officers of the guard, whose as- 
sistance is hereby very gratefully acknowledged. There must of 
necessity be many errors and omissions, for which I crave your in- 
dulgent consideration. 

The militia force of the Territory of Dakota consists of two 
regiments of infantry of nine companies each, one battery of light 
artillery, and one battallion of mounted infantry, composed of two 
troops. The law fixes the minnimum limit of privates in a com- 
pany at 20, and the maximum at 40 or more in the discretion of 
the commander-in-chief. Only four of the companies report a less 
number than the maximum duly enrolled and ready for duty. 

It is with a degree of pride that I record the fact that Dakota 
alone of all the territories, maintains a militia force, and that in 
numbers and efficiency ours outranks that of many older common- 
wealths of the nation. The necessity for the maintenance of the 
national guard has passed beyond the field of argument and is 
universally conceded by all who have given attention to the subject 
Every reason that exists for its maintenance at all, exists with re- 
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. doubled force for its maintainance in the highest degree of ef- 


ficiency. The founders of the republic labored earnestly to create 
a public sentiment in favor of a state militia. Considering a stand- 
ing army a standing menace to liberty, and reading aright the les- 
sons of history, felt that the safety of the republic was in its citi- 
zen soldiery. Their councils, however, were honored more in the 
breach than in the observance. Somewhat impotent efforts were 
made in the early history of the states to educate those capable of 
bearing arms, in the art of the soldier, and many can now remem- 


. ber the tales of the fathers of the exciting scenes, and the hilari- 


ous enjoyments of “ muster day." These efforts diffused but little 
knowledge of the military art, and it is doubtful if the average 
militia man of those days knew the difference between а“ soldier" 
and a “right soldier " shift, and but little of the magnificent dis- 
tance between an enlisted man and a commissioned officer, though 
he probably gazed with a commendable degree of awe upon his 
colonel, in his plumed three cornered hat and brilliant “ regimen- 
tals.” In every emergency the government has found. itself unpre- 
pared, through neglect in this matter. The war of 1812 did not 
come unexpectedly, but the want of organization, and lack of 
knowledge of military duties by the volunteers was keenly felt, 
and the result was repeated defeats and large loss of life and 
material. They were even subjected to the humiliation of seeing 
the capitol of the nation occupied and burned by an insignificant 
force of the enemy, and the chief officers of the nation compelled 
to seek safety in undignified retreat. In fact the entire history of 
that struggle, so far as the land forces of the country were con- 
cerned, is not particularly pleasant reading to the ardent lover of 
his country. The war with Mexico showed better results but was 
against a different enemy, and our success was in no sense owing 
to previously acquired military knowledge on the part of the rank 
and file. The civil war was the most conspicuous, and we felt most 
keenly the need of an organized force. Long weary months of pre- 
paratory work, and an occasional struggle that attained the dignity 
of а battle, in which the Union forces were usually worsted, 
marked the first year of the war. The organization that was fin- 
ally effected was immensely expensive in time, money and mater- 
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militia force of a hundred thousand men for a long term of years. 
ТЕ such a force could have been put in the field, and handled ef- 
fectively, at the beginning of the struggle, there 1s no probability 
that war would have continued more than a ‘single year. 

. These lessons from bitter experience have diffused over the 
country a desire to be better prepared for future emergencies. 
Nearly all the states have provided for the maintenance of a force, 
with more or less liberality, and the congress of the United States 
has given some encouragement: by a small appropriation ($400,000 
а year) to furnish arms and aecoutrements to such states and ter- 
ritories as maintained a guard. 1% isto be hoped that congress 
will soon be able to discern. the desirability of more liberal appro- 
priations for this purpose and that it will see the justness and 
propriety of sharing in the expense of maintaining these organi- 


. vations. 


This force of citizen soldiery is in no sense a menace to liberty 
but is and should be а wholesome restraint against lawless violence. 
'The population of Dakota is particularly free from elements of a 
disturbing nature, and no outbreak has occurred in our history 
that was beyond the power of the civil authorities to restrain, if 
we may except a single county seat war. Mob violence, lynchings 
and jail deliveries by foree from the outside are unknown to our 
people, except ав we read of them occurring in other common- 
wealths. | 
_ That we are especially а law abiding people is further evidenced 
by the fact that grevious burdens have been borne, in the practice 
of barbarous contracts, unknown to law, and enforced by intimida- 
tion, in the patient submission to unjust, legislation, in paying 
enormous taxes unjustly levied, and in the unequal distribution of 
public burdens. We have escaped a danger in the absence of large 
‘cities, which the growth of population will inevitably bring in the 
near future. While there is no fear that the civil authorities may 
need the re-enforcement of militia to suppress intestine disorder, 
we have a large Indian population within our borders that causes 
some apprehension of danger. The prejudice that exists between 
the races is becoming intensified, and increased intercourse tends 

in no, measure to allay the antagonistic feeling.: The failure to 
‘secure the ratification of the treaty to open a part of the reserva- 
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tion to settlement was a great dissapointment to many, and there 
is a strong demand that congress shall enact the reservation bill 
into law, regardless of the consent of the Indians. There seems 
to be а probability that such action will be taken. The Indians 
would undoubtedly regard this as а hostile measure and an out- 


.break might be expected. There’ has been two occasions within 


the last two years when it was deemed necessary to call out a 
portion of the force to protect the frontier against violence from 
this force, and the promptness and willingness of the men called 
upon, is a certain indication that effective work would be done if 
the occasion demand it. The consideration that our militia isa 
part of the defensive force of the nation, should have an influence 
in preserving it and preserving its efficiency. 
_ PENSIONS. 

The legislature in the law of 1887 has assigned to this depart- 
ment the duty of aiding ex-soldiers and sailors in obtaining pen- 
sions to which they are entitled by the severai acts of congress 
upon this subject. From the records of the office, it seems that 
but little has been done in this matter. The law does not signify 
the character of the work to be done, and upon this point I desire 
suggestions from you and also from the legislature now in session. 
An examination of the work done in some of the states, reveals 
that there are two methods employed. Inasmuch as no recom- 
mendation from this office would be likely to have any effective 
influence with the pension department at Washington, the effort 
should be confied to the furnishing of such evidence as the de- 
partment requires, or to set up the business of a claim agency. 

The adjutant general of Тота has prepared a roster of ex- 
soldiers and sailors now residents of that state. The roster con- 
tains the names of those who were engaged in the various Indian 
wars, the war of 1812, the Mexican war and the civil war. It is 
published in book form, and has been instrumental in furnishing | 
missing links in the claims of evidence in many cases, and is con- 
sidered a very valuable book. : 

I believe Wisconsin has a written roster in the state pension 
department. Of these two methods of making a roster, the Lowa 
method is to be preferred. It occasions a greater expense in the first 
instance, but a saving in the end. The book is distributed to each of 
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the G. A. R. posts of the state, and to each of the county auditors, 
where it may be inspected by anyone who may desire. In this 
way those interested are.enabled to find the evidence it may con- 
tain for themselves without consulting the adjutant general's de- 
partment. If the rosteris written and only one copy made, and 
that atthe adjutant general's office, it involves а continuous outlay 
for postage and clerical work. І think a roster in one form or 
other should be made at once, but deem it best not to begin the 
work without advice. 

The adjutant general of Minnesota is acting as claim agent, 
and reports a saving to the soldiers of that state on agent’s fees 
alone, of about $22,000 in four years, at a cost to the state of less 
than half that sum. This shifts а burden from the soldier to the 
state, besides making a large net saving. 

It has been estimated that not less than а million of dollars is 
now due from the general government to the ex-soldiers now resi- 
dents of this territory, if all just claims could be pushed to a suc- 
cessful issue. The territory would be amply compensated for any 
reasonable expense incurred in securing these results by the in- 
creased prosperity that would follow the distribution of this 
money among the people, and in many instances in relieving from 
publie charge those who are so impoverished as to require such 
assistance. The people of Dakota will be certain to endorse any 
action that will conduce to these ends. 

ENCAMPMENTS. | 

There is something of a diversity of opinion among military 
authorities 1n regard to the methods of holding encampments, some 
favoring brigade encampments and others regimental. The weight 
of authority seems to favor regimental gatherings until the men 
are thoroughly versed in company drill, school of the soldier and 
military courtesy. 

The tendency in brigade encampment is liable to partake too 
much of the holiday or picnic character, discipline to be lax, and 
an effort at display to out-rival the disposition to acquire’ knowl- 
edge or skill A regiment in camp by itself, with guard mounting 
in the morning, squad and company drill in the forenoon, ‘and 
battallion drill in the afternoon, would comprise a sufficient course 


. of instruction to meet the demands of. the troops for a number of 
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encampments. When I reflect that during the civil war, the regi- 
ment to which Т belonged did no more than this for many weeks, 
and still lacked much of attaining proficiency, which could be 
plainly seen by a comparison with older troops in the vacinity; I 
am confirmed in this opinion. Under these circumstances there 
would be no temptation to attempt the more complicated evolu- 
tions of the brigade, without the necessary knowledge of battallion 
movements. mE 

From the reports of several states it seems to be less expensive 
than brigade encampments. I heartily concur in the recommen- 
dations of Colonel Townsend, U. S. inspection officer, and Colonel 
Sheafe, that a permanent camping ground be acquired by the 
territory. 

There is no doubt but that such grounds, in a healthy location, 
easily accessible, with plenty of .good water for culinary and bath- 
ing purposes could be secured at little expense, and possibly with- 
out any expense to the territory. The custom of changing the 
place of encampment every year is attended with many evils. 
The location is usually upon some old fair grounds, covered by 
the accumulated filth of several fairs, and the best efforts of good 
discipline and careful attention to neatness will fail to secure a 
properly policed camp in the space of a week. 16 is presumable 
many of the younger members of the guard are entirely unac- 
quainted with the appearance of well kept camp. Considerable 
sickness has been reported from the various encampments, caused 
principally by the quality of the water used. This should be of 
paramount importance in selecting permanent grounds, if it 


should be determined to make an effort for that purpose. А per- 


manent camp would afford an opportunity to construct a complete 
rifle range with all needful auxiliaries. With the general atten- 
tion that is now being given to a National Guard system it may be 
expected that there will be a gradual diffusion of some of the ele- 
mentary principles of military knowledge among the people, and 
that in case of emergency a volunteer army could be rapidly or- 
ganized aud instructed that would be а formidable means of de- 
fence. Much of the effectiveness of such a force would be want- 
ing without long continued rifle practice. Drill and a knowledge 
of the various evolutions could be hastily acquired, but skill in 
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the use of the rifle can only be obtained by long and steady prac- 
tice. This is perhaps the weakest point in the instruction of the 


guard, and: but few if any of the members know anything of the 


shooting capacity of his gun. This subject is attracting wide- 


:вртеаа attention and we can hardly afford to be behind in this 


matter. Individual companies could hardly be expected to do 
more than arrange for gallery practice, which might be fitted up 
in the armories, aid for this the territory should supply appli- 
ances. 

The following extract from the report of Col. Townsend, the 
U. S. inspecting officer of “Camp Church,” at Huron, is in point. 
It covers other ground to which especial attention is invited. 

“Tn conclusion, [ would respectfully recommend that for a few 
years the encampments be by regimeuts instead of brigades, one © 


_ regiment marching into camp as the first marches out. I believe 


‘better, results will be obtained. There will be no inducement to’ 
attempt brigade movements, for which these troops are not yet 
sufficiently prepared, but much more time can be devoted to com- 
pany and battallion instruction which is much needed. 

Guard duty should be closely studied and practiced during the 
year and this can be easily done in the armories. This is the 
weakest point exhibited, by these troops during the encampment, 
and as there are so many books written on this subject, the cost of 
which is so slight, there seems to be no excuse for ignorance on 
this very impor tant branch of the military art. Тһе men should 
have a great deal more practice and instruction in the “setting up” 
‘drill and the manner of making a graceful military salute. I 
would recommend also, that each officer and soldier be pro- 
vided with a bed-sack similar to those issued to soldiers ın Ше 
army.: The cost is slight, and when filled with straw would make 
a comfortable bed. It would also prevent the untidy appearance 
of tents and streets occasioned by the litter from the loose straw 
upon which the men lay their blankets when pteparing to retire 
for the night. It would be well in my opinion if ground for en- 
campments could be obtained at other points than the county fair 
grounds. That is always a dirty place, and proper instruction up- 
on the police of camps cannot be given, because it is originally so 
dirty that it cannot be made clean before the encampment is over. 
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The men have little or no idea what constitutes а clean camp. 

If practicable, and I see no reason why it should not be so, it. 
would be an excellent thing if a company of infantry from the 
regular army from a post not far distant from the locality selected. 
for the encampment, be permitted to go into camp with these 
troops. It would serve as a model for them, and they would get 
a much better idea of how many tnings about guard duty, camp 
police, etc., should be carried on, (ап, any other way. I would 
not presume to make this suggestion were it not that I was often 
spoken to by officers on the subject and a wish expressed that such 
an arrangement might be made. As before stated, this being the 
third successive year that I have have been detailed to observe the- 
Dakota National Guard, I feel especially interested in them, and 
have been therefore more free in my criticisms and recommenda-. 
tions than perhaps I would have been under other circumstances. 
It is an excellent body of men, full of zeal, and only requires to be: 
directed rightly to make splendid soldiers. 

_I cannot close this report without expressing my warmest ap- 
preciation of the great hospitality shown m» and my associate by 
all officers connected with this eneampment, and especially His. 
Excellency, Governor Church; General N. N. Tyner, adjutant 
general of the territory; the general staff officers, as well as the 
colonels commanding the two regiments encamped. Nothing was 
left undone that could in any way add to our pleasure or comfort.

APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


The legislature of 1837 increased the approprition for military 
purposes $3,000, making a total annual appropriation of $18,000. 
This sum is found by experience to be inadequate for the purpose, 
and if all the requirements of the law, in regard to armory rent, 
clothing allowance, and annual encampment, etc., are to be com- 
plied with, an increased appropriation or a reduction of the force 
will be necessary. There are 23 organizations, including two regi- 
mental bands'entitled to armory rent, which is fixed by statute at 
$300- per annum, aggregating $6,900. Each member of the guard 
is allowed 57 per annum for clothing allowance. ТЕ each of the 
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organizations should be filled to the maximum number, there 
would be 1,993 persons entitled to clothing allowance, without any 
allowance for а brigade field and staff which is now wanting. This 
would require an expenditure of $7,861, making a total of $14,761, 


. for these twoitems. 


During the year of 1887 the force was divided in two encamp- 
ments Thetwo regiments of infantry and the battery meeting 
at “Camp Church” at Huron, and the two troops of cavalry meet- 
ing at “Camp Tyner” at Bottineau. The division was made to 
save expense of transportation of the cavalry troops, which are lo- 
cated in the Turtle Mountain region. I believe an effort was made 
to economize in the expenses of these encampments, yet the gross 
amount of expenditure exceeded $16,000, as is shown in a detailed 
account in another part of this report, to which I invite your atten- 
tion. 

-This so reduced the amount appropriated that it was found im- 
possible to hold an encampment this year, and the commander-in 
chief very reluctantly abandoned it. This has produced avery dis- 
couraging effect upon the guard, which will require time and encour- 
agement to obliterate, and which I earnestly hope the liberality of 
the Legislature will provide against in the future. 

As but few companies report the maximum number allowed by 
law, and as there is seldom the full number present at inspections 


. and drills, the expenditures for clothing will probably lack con- 


siderable of reaching the amonnt named above. It is probable 
that an annual appropriation of $25,000, 1f economically expended, 
would be sufficient to maintain the present force, and provide for 
annual encampments. A small saving can probably be made by 
adopting the plan of regimental encampments. | 

I desire to repeat that all that can be said in favor of main- 
taining the force at all can be said in favor of maintaining it in 
the highest degree of efficiency. | 
| PENSIONS FOR THE GUARD. | 


I desire to call attention to the justice of providing for pen- 
sions for those of the guard who may be disabled while in actual 
service. It is probably only necessary to mention this in order to 
secure its careful consideration. Those who become members,

fice of personal convenience. No one can avoid considerable ex- 
penditure, and all are liable to be called into positions of danger 
at any moment, in defense of public interests, and it would savor 
strongly of injustice if it 1s expected that to these sacrifices they 
are liable to loss of life or to be disabled without a suitable pro- 
vision or the maintenance of those dependent upon them, or for 


themselves, by the community which they protect and serve. 


I would respectfully recommend that the pension laws of the 
U. S. be made applicable to the D. N. G.

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ENCAMPMENTS. 


The First and Second Regiments and Battery A of the D. 
N. G., consisting, of nineteen companies, reported for duty at 
“Camp Church," Huron, Sept. 1, 1887, in obedience to the follow- 


ing general order:

IMPORTANT ORDER. 


The annual Encampment of the Dakota National Guard is called at, Huron. 
Dakota, Sept. 1st to 6th inclusive. АП Companies will arrange to arrive at the 
encampment grounds by the morning of the Ist of September, or on that day. 

Commanding officers of each company in the First and Second ‘Regiments, 
including Battery A. at Lisbon, will detail a non-commissioned officer and 
three men who will precede the companies and arrive at Huron not later than 
the morning of August 30th, reporting to Col. Wm. H. Brown, Chief of Engi- 
neers at encampment grounds (fair grounds), for the purpose of pitching tents 
for their respective companies, that the same may be ready for the commands 
on their arrival. Transportation for these details will be sent in blank to each 
company commander, who will see that itis properly executed, signed and re- 
ceipted for by company commanders naming, and given to the non-commis- 
sioned officer in charge of detail. When two or more distinct lines of railroad 
are to be traveled by this detail, or by the companies, in order to reach Huron, 
company commanders will immediately report to these headquarters the lines 
over which they want transportation, that the same may be prepared, both for 
the detail and their company, and forwarded in ample time. i 

Mr. Emmerson Eager, of Huron, has secured the contract for furnishing 
cooked rations of three meals per day to all uniformed men of the D. N. G. to 
whom these details will report for meals on arrival. Company commanders 
will also, on their arrival at Huron, furnish Mr. Eager with a list of their com- 
mands who are to be fed, including officers, and which list will constitute the 


' basis of account charged the Territory. А copy of the contract with Mr Eager 


will'be furnished regimental and company commanders on their arrival at 
Huron, that all may know the exact bill of fare to be furnished. The officers’ 
mess will be distinct and separate from the enlisted men, but the bill of fare 
for the general staff, regimental and conipany officers, and all who are entitled 
to meals, will be the same. The following board of officers of the D. N. G., 
residents of Huron, are hereby announced in their respective order and rank, 
who will have entire charge of the encampment grounds on behalf of the 
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Territory, the specific duties of each, aside from the duty assigned themselves, 
and a part of whose duty will be to receive the commands as they arrive and 
direct them to their respective quarters, viz: 

Col. Ivan W. Goodner, A..D. C. Governor's Staff. 

Col. Jeremiah E. Elson, Inspector General, Governor's Staff. 

Capt. L. W. Crofoot, Co. С, Second Regiment. 

First, Lieut. E. M. Thomas, Adjutant Second Regiment. 

Col. Huff will have entire charge and full control (in addition to his specified 
duties as Surgeon General) of the sanitary condition of the camp, and he will be 
respeeted and obeyed accordingly. 

Capt. L. W. Crofoot, Co. C, Second Regiment, and Capt. Frank J. Call, Co. 
A, First Regiment, D. N. G. will have entire and specific: charge of target 
practice. Capt. Crofoot, an ex-United States Army officer, (as he resides in 
Huron, and being on the ground, is named first, though junior to Capt. Call) .. 
will prepare the ranges and details thereof, in accordance with Blunt's Target 
Practice, looking to due economy in the general observance and construction, 
but exercising his own judgment as to distances and general utility for this, the 
first regular target practice of the command. The officers serving on this target 
detail, are requested to submit a report as soon as possible, and prior to en- 
campment, in order that conditions of Section 40 of the new military law may be 
as fully observed as possible, considering the time allowed. If these officers 
deem it expedient to prepare before encampment, the medals, badges and 
trophies to be offered under Section 40 they can specify the class and character 
of the same for the Commander-in-Chief's approval, and cause them to be pre- 
sented after the scores are announced, 

Company commanders are directed to report to the Adjutant General, im- 
mediately, not only the routes employed to reach Huron, but they will ascertain 
the hotels at which meals are secured, that this office can immediately arrange 
for the same to save the carrying of haversack lunches. Proper vouchers in 
blank will be given to each company commander before starting, which he will 
execute properly and certify as to the number of men fed, giving the same to 
the proprietors of these hotels, who will forward to this office for approval and 
final payment. Officers will please understand that the Governor desires to 
provide for the command in a proper and genteel way, but the license is not to 
be taken advantage of. For instance, if a company is to start at an hour near 
meal time, they will secure this particular meal at home. Theappropriation for 
the military is none too liberal and no unnecessary expense must be involved. 
In view of the meagre appropriations, ib is directed that no unnecessary or 
supernumerary men are to be taken to the encampment. 

From reports received from eompanies, the average attendance at drills is 
not over twenty-five men. Where an absolute necessity exists, in order to se- 
cure the attendance of prompt attending soldiers, commanders are authorized 
to transport over twenty-five men, exclusive of officers, but по men must be 
taken who will not do full and complete duty. The absence from camp will in 
no case affect clothing allowance due, and for this reason no incentive exists for 


‘encumbering the rolls with names of men not prompt and efficient soldiers, 


Twenty good soldiers at encampment are worth, in practical results, forty men 
who only report for encampment picnics and parades. The Commander-in 
Chief not only desires, but directs, that this encampment shall result in practi- 
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| cal good to Ше command, and for this reason companies must not transport 
$ useless men, if in the command, and cooks and extra men are not needed. The 
| conduct of officers and men enroute and returning from encampment must 
4 beirreproachable. Boisterous or unsoldierly conduct, from the time of leav- 
| - ing stations to the return, must be prevented. 

1 THE FOLLOWING 18: FOR THE GUIDANCE OF" ALL. 


All officers and men will wear their uniforms both ways. 


| | Each command must transport their own bed elothing, as the Territory can- 
| not furnish same. No useless baggage or unnecessary luggage will betaken Бу 
| -ompanies. Meals, being furnished cooked to the tables, the commands will 
р ‘serve themselves by daily detail, and are permitted to transport any table furni- 
D ture wanted and not supplied by the Territory. Тһе mess equippage of the past 
$i will be employed. 

Regimental commanders will report immediately what transportation is 
wanted for each regimental band, also the railroads traveled and places for 
meals, that the same can be promptly arranged, as per companies. For the in- 
formation of the command, it is stated that a prize of a silver cup will be of- 
fered by a local merchant of Huron, presumably for the best drilled company. 
It is believed that other prizes will be offered, possibly one for the best drilled 
enlisted man in a *knockout" drill. Also that a request has been made for the 
attendance of three regular army officers as inspectors and instructors. at.en- 
campment. The Governor has requested the attendance of Col. Townsend, the 
officer who inspected the past encampments, hence it is important that marked 
efficiency is shown. 

The name of the camp at Huron will hereafter be announced. In naming 
this camp, the wishes of the command will be entertained, if reported immedi- 
ately, and a majority on any given name is arrived at. Companies are at lib- 
erty to state their choice immediately, and, unless confusion ensues by a mul- 
tiplicity of names, the preference of the majority will be adopted. These re- 
ports must be in the Adjutant General’s office not later than the 20th of August. 
Company Commanders will remember to report immediately the number of 
men to be transported, that proper transportation be not delayed. The com- 
missions of all officers duly elected or appointed will be forwarded to them at 
their respective homes before the encampment. These commissions are in pro- 
cess of completion at this date. Requisition for new ordnance is now on file 

at the War Department and is expected to arrive and be issued to the Com-

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REPORT ОЕ ENCAMPMENT. 


Col. Sheafe, the commanding officer by seniority of rank, has: 
kindly furnished а report of Camp Church. at Huron, which is. 
herewith submitted. 


WATERTOWN, Dak. 
December 29, 1888. 
J. W. Harden, Adjutant General, Woonsocket, Dak.: 

Str :—Agreeable to the request contained in your letter of the 24th, nlt., I beg: 
leave to submit the following report of the annual encampment of the Dakota. 
National Guard, held at Huron, Dak., August 31st to Sept. 7th (inclusive) 1887. 
The camp was called * Camp Church" in honor of our Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and was so named by a vote of the companies composing the- 
brigade. | 

In obedience to General Order No. 7, from the Adjutant General's office, 
series of 1887, I assumed command of the camp on August 30th. 

It was laid out and arranged according to the usual form for a brigade camp,. 
under the immediate supervision of Col. Wm. H. Brown, chief of engineers, а 
detachment from each company in the brigade having been detailed to report 
for duty at Huron on the 29th of August to pitch the tents and complete ar- 
rangements. The heavy rains on the 29th and 30th of August greatly inter-. 
fered with the work, but it was completed in time to receive the troops on their 
arrival on the 31st. The Second Regiment (the command of which I had the 
honor. to retain during the encampment, in addition to the command of Ше: 
brigade) reported for duty with a strength of 276 officers and men and was ав- 
signed to quarters. This regiment reached camp in a drenching rain, which 
lasted without intermission during the afternoon and evening of that day. 
However, few, if any, complaints were heard, though for fresh troops the trial 
was severe and the beautiful weather of the following day dispelled the gloomy 


feelings of the night before. 
On Sept. 1st at 11 o’clock а. m., the First Regiment, with 232 officers and

| men, Col. Wm. A. Bentley commanding, also Battery A., commanded by Capt.. 


Wm. K. Smith, with forty officers and men, reported for duty and were as- 
signed to their positions in camp. АП the troops being now comfortably 
quartered were ready for duty, as prescribed in my General Order No. 17, 
wherein the hours of service were named and which included guard mounting, 
brigade, battery or company drill of five hours, target practice, reports, and 
brigade or battalion dress parades daily. On Sept. 3d the issue of the new 
rifles recently received from the War Department was made under the direc- 
tion of Capt. John Pitmam, Ordnance Officer U. S. A., who greatly assisted Col. 


. James McCarthy, Chief of Ordnance D. N. G. These new guns are of the Spring- 


field pattern, model of 1884, calibre 45, very effective, of long range and ac- 
curate in their fire. The old guns were turned over to the Ordnance Depart-. 
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ment. The section of artillery (two guns) designed for Battery A, did not ar- 
rive in time to be issued, which prevented the admirably drilled and disciplined 
company from appearing as a battery, but their proficiency in infantry drill 
and manual showed that they had lost no opportunity to perfect themselves in 
the tactics of both arms of service. On Sunday, the 4th of September, the 
brigade was inspected by Col. E. Е. Townsend, commanding the 12th U. 8. 
Infantry, who had been detailed by the Secretary of War for this purpose. He 
was assisted by Capt. John Pitman, U.S. A. 

His Excellency, the Governor and Commander-in-Chief was present, with 
his staff, and was a close and interested observer of the rigid inspection and re- 
view which followed. 

In the afternoon, religious services were held by each regiment, the respective 

regimental chaplains officiating. On the 5th, after the morning drill, the bri- 
gade was reviewed by the governor and staff, the mayor and city council of the 
City of Huron, and the invited guests of the city. The reviewing stand was lo- 
cated on one of the principal streets o* the city, and troops marching from camp, 
passing in review and returning to camp under а scorching sun and in intense 
heat. On the 6th a competitive drill was held between the companies in the 
. brigade, the prize being a beautiful cup presented by Mr. Pollock of Huron ; 
also a competitive drill between individuals for a medal presented by Adjutant 
General Tyner. In the former contest Company “ E," First Regiment, stood 
first, Company “ H,” Second Regiment, stood second, and Company “ D," First 
Regiment, third —judgment being rendered by a committee selected. In the in- 
dividual contest Corporal А. W. Ransome, of Company “D,” First Regiment, 
took the medal. Brigade dress parade closed the duties of this day. On the 
"th the brigade broke camp: and the companies proceeded to their respective 
` stations, all much benefited by the encampment. I desire to state, in this con- 
nection that nearly 60 per cent. of the men present for duty at this encampment 
were fresh recruits, and were in camp for the first time. The term of enlist- 
ment of the Dakota National Guard had expired during the months of February 
March and April preceeding. Very few of the old members re-enlisted and the 
places of those failing, were filled by new recruits. The same remarks apply to 
the officers, many of whom had never been in camp as commissioned officers. 
Notwithstanding this fact, the troops conducted themselves in a manner very 
creditable to themselves and the territory. The greatest failings being in dis- 
cipline, the duties of the sentinel, and lack of military courtesy. The failure in 
these matters was not due to wilful neglect, or intention, but purely for want 
of instruction on these peints; the company officers being in a great extent to 
blame for the defects in their men. 

All were willing and anxious to learn, and notwithstanding the disagreeable 
weather, intense heat and heavy rains,any and all duties imposed upon the 
troops were willingly and cheerfully performed. The time allowed by law, (six 
days in camp) is very short in which to instruct or to receive instruetions, on all 
the duties of a soldier; especially so in а brigade encampment where much un- 
necessary and useless work is entailed, with no good results to fresh troops. For 
this reason Таш emphatically in favor of regimental encampments. They accom- 
plish the most good in every manner.and are the’ most economical. The regi- 
mental commander has more time in which to look after the details of instruc- 
tion and much time unnecessarily consumed at brigade encampment, can be ap- 
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plied in more useful directions. The remarks of Col. Townsend, U.S. A., in- 
specting officer at “ Camp Church," are very pertinent on this point, wherein he 
states that regimental encampments produce the most good. In this connection 
it would seem as though economy could be practiced on the part of the state or 
territory, by purchasing а permanent camp ground, near a supply of good 
water, and erecting the necessary buildings thereon which would last for years. 
One regiment might be ordered into camp at a time, the first one leaving as the 
second one arrived, thus avoiding much less in time and money in each year. 

I beg leave to state that, for the benefit of the troops, and that they may be 
made familar with actual camp-life, the rations should be issued in the regular 
manner by the regimental quartermaster, to the company commissaries, to be 


cooked by company cooks detailed for that purpose to prepare and issue cooked 


rations to five hundred men at one time, and in any other way than above stated, 
causes, fault finding, delay and trouble, and is in nopsense of the word in ac- 
cordance with military usage, applicable to camp life. In closing I desire to 
state that The Dakota National Guard, and in fact the Territory of Dakota as 
well, are under many obligations to Col. E. F. Townsend, as well as his able ав- 
sistant, Capt. John Pitman, both of the regular army. The useful information 
received from these gentlemen, at all times when applied for, the courtesy and 
patience shown by them in imparting’ this information, has endeared them to 
the First Brigade for ever, and we only hope that our future camps may be hon- 


огей by their presence. І also desire to mention the services performed by Col. 


Robert W. Burns, in the capacity of Asst. Adjutant General on the staff of the 
Brigade Commander, which services while purely of a voluntary character were 
greatly appreciated, not only at brigade headquarters, but ру the entire brigade, 


and which tended materially towards the success of the encampment.

First. By virtue of Sections 5 and 7 of the Militia Laws for 1887, Ap- 


proved March 12, the position of Brigadier General, Commanding 1st Brigade, 
D. N. G., is hereby declared vacant, and will remain suspended until the reor- 
ganization of the command, following the muster of additional companies in . 
eavalry and infantry. 

. Second. The commission of brigade having expired June 1st, all orders ef- 
fecting the Dakota National Guard, as a whole, will for the time being, emanate 
from these headquarters. . 

Third. Gen. Dennis will forward all records, papers, documents, ete., in- 
cluding copies of orders issued by him and official correspondence, in fact any- 
thing connected with and belonging to the Dakota National Guard, now in his 
possession to the adjutant general's office of the territory, that the same may 
be prepared and filed as a part of the history of the command. 
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Fourth. In compliance with Section 36, Militia Laws for 1887, a board of 
three officers consisting of Brig. Gen. N. N. Tyner, adjutant general of the ter- 
ritory; Col. M. W. Sheafe, commanding 2nd regiment; Col. W. A. Bentley, com- 
manding Ist regiment, are hereby detailod to codify the exesting militia laws, 
articles of war, regalia rules, regulations and orders, for the government of the 
guard in Dakota, which codification shall be submitted to the Governor for his 
approval, after which it will be promulgated to the command for its future guid- 
ance and control. The board will meet on call of the president. Commanding 
officers of companies will cause all arms now on hand to be thoroughly cleaned 
and kept so. They will also gather up all broken guns, or parts thereof, pre- 
paratory to turning all the present ordnancé in to the general government, and 
receiving the late improved arms. Commanding officers will understand that 
they are held responsible for all guns heretofore issued to their respective com- 
panies, and all missing, broken or damaged guns must be duly accounted for 
before the same can be received, this order being issued to give ample time in 
arranging for this ordnance that no delay can occur when the transfer is made. 
The company having the best conditioned arms as shown by inspection at the 
time of transfer will be the one to receive the first new arms issued.

ON THE TURTLE MOUNTAIN INDIAN DISTURBANCES. 


Devis ШАКЕ, Dakota, March 11, 1887. 
| To His Excellency, i 


: Lovis K. Сноксн, 

{ Governor ата Commander-in-Chief : 

| In accordance with your instructions, dated March 7, 1887, I proceeded to 
| St. Johns, D. T., together with Mr. B. F. Shanley, Deputy United States Mar- 
F shal of this district. : 

| I arrived at St. Johns, Dak., at noon of March 8. I met a part of the county 
| officials of the county of Rolette, Dak., consisting of the treasurer, auditor, 
| county attorney and United States Commissioner, besides many of the leading 
1 citizens of St. Johns. 


From the best information I could get, I think they were fully justified in 
their report to you about March 5th, 1887. . 

I find the situation as follows: 

There is on the treasurer's books of said county about one thousand ($1,000) 
dollars, taxes of the year 1885 uncollected, ranging from two ($2) dollars to 
seventeen and 50-100 ($17.50) dollars to the persons, mostly due from the 
half-breeds in said county now living there, and in most cases, as I have been 
informed, enjoy all the rights and privileges of any American citizen. 

The treasurer of the county (Mr. Hesketh) says he gave them personal notice 
that the taxes were due and what would he the result if they did not comply 
with the law, and they still refused to pay them. The county commissioners 
then instructed him to restrain, which he did, on or about the 24th day of Кер- 
ruary, 1887, taking their stock, consisting of ponies, colts and cattle. They 

 ealled puplic meetings of the half-breeds and Indians who lived on the reserva- 
tion, and on or about the 4th day of March, 1887, they came in a body to St. 
Johns, about 100 half-breeds and Indians together, unarmed, who demanded 
the key to the stable or corral where the stock was kept, which was refused by 
the deputy sheriff of said county. Theythen proceeded to break open the stable 
or corral and take the said stock, threatening at the time that if they were inter- 
fered with they would burn the town of St. Johns, Dak. 

I think the citizens of St. Johns had good reason to feel frightened and used 
good judgment in not trying to restrain them from taking said stock. 

From the best information І could get and which I believe was true that the 
said breeds had at the time the said stock was forcibly taken about one hun- 
dred armed men stationed about two miles from St. Johns, who were to come to 
the relief of the rescuing party, providing they needed help. 

There seems to be a misunderstanding among the breeds as to their liability 
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to pay taxes, which was settled by the Interior Department April 26th, 1886, in 
a letter to Major J. W. Cramsie, Indian Agent, but which for some reason he 
failed to present to the half breeds until after this present trouble, they claiming 
had they known of this letter they would have paid their taxes in October. А 
copy of said letter I inclose in this report. I met Major Cramsie, agent, at St. 
Johns, March 9th, who informed me he had had several meetings with the 
breeds and Indians and they had promised to pay the taxes provided they could 
get an extension of the time for payment to June 1, 1887, and he promising to 
use his influence to that end, believing it would be a great hardship to force 
collection of said taxes at the present time, which, no doubt, is true in some 
cases, but in my opinion and from the best information I could get would not 
distress them any worse than the enforcement and collection of taxes from the 
same number of white settlers in any of our new settled countiés. 

From best information part of them have plenty of money and business 
men in St. Johns are willing to loan others money on the security they have to 
offer. 

The objection offered by officials and business men of Rolette county as re- 
gards the extention of time for the payment of taxes, is, that a great many of 
the breeds would learn of the extension and leave the country by the time pay- 
ment was demanded, and that a large share of the taxes now collected would 
be lost, whieh, in my opinion, is true. 

In conclusion I would say that at present everything is quiet and as long ав 
the officials do not try to enforce the law there is no danger. Thereis, how- 
ever, no use of Rolette county, Dakota, endeavoring to enforce the law for they 
are powerless to do so, at least at St. Johns, even to the arrest of a common half 
breed drunkard, for they have no place to confine him securely, and he is no 
sooner arrested than а mob of breeds rally and demand his release with the 
threat to burn the town if their wishes are not complied with. 

While I do not urge the collection of taxes still, to me, it seems but just, as 
they occupy and claim some of the best part of the land in Rolette county, and 
have all the privileges of an American citizen and should bear their share of 
the burden of taxes. Atleast they have broken the law and resisted the sheriff, 
and in my opinion should be punished. 

In stating this, I mean to carry the idea that the leaders of this revolt 
whether breed or white men should be punished. A carefully comprec list ac- 
companies this report. 

Believing that it is the duty of the government to protect law abiding citi- 
zens, I believe something should be done for Rolette county, as they are power- 
less to enforce the law. 

Ја regard to the enforcement of the law it is reported to me that Mr. W. W. 
Makee and others of the west end of said county have petitioned the privilege 
to organize a cavalry company to protect themselves with power to actin case 
of revolt. In my judgment, disinterested men should be sent there who will 
enforce Ше law with a strong hand and nothing more. 

In this report to you Т have made воше suggestions аќ your request which 
somewhat lengthens this report, which I now submit. |

I find the different companies, asa general thing, in excellent 
condition, composed of a superior class of men, presenting an ap- 
pearance that would be а credit to any state or territory. With 
few exceptions, they are fairly well drilled, and those classed with 
the exceptions are willing and desire to advance, and only time 
and good instruction is wanted to bring them up to the standard. 


DISCIPLINE. 


ТЕ there 15 one thing more than another nécessary to the well 
being of a military organization, it is proper discipline and mili- 
— tary courtesy, and if there is anything lacking to make one a first 
elass company it is generally the same. 

That proper disciplime and military courtesy does: not exist 
throughout the National Guard to a great extent is true. I would : 
therefore most earnestly call the attention of company command- 


d чик ерее em ЖАНА, 
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ers to this defect in their organizations and recommend that they 
cannot be too vigilant in inculcating the necessity of prompt 


obedience to orders, neatness, precision and punctuality, which 


embodies all there is in discipline and military courtesy. 

How to accomplish discipline, whether by moral suasion or by 
the methods and customs of enforcing discipline in the regular 
army must be left to the good sense and judgment of command- 
ers of organizations. 7 

No definite rule can be laid down except that nothing, should be 
left undone that can tend to arouse pride and enthusiasm on the 
part of the men. Show me а company in which proper discipline 
prevails in its ranks and I will show you a well drilled and 
efficient company. On the contrary, the absence of discipline will 
bring to light а poorly drilled and inefficient company of men. 

UNIFORM. 

With the exception of two companies in the First regiment, 
the National Guard is clothed with the regulation uniform. Not 
all have dress suits but the companies that do not һауе аге making 
arrangements to get them, so that it will be safe to say that before 
the end of another year every organization in the Guard will be 
clothed and uniformed as provided in the military code. 

EQUIPMENTS. | 

I find all the infantry companies equipped" with the new Spring- 
field rifle, model of 1884, but the other equipments to correspond 
with the rifles, have not from some cause been procured. They 
have the old fashioned belts, cartridge boxes and bayonet scabbards, 
which are not only nct suitable but an eye sore to the men, as they 
expected at the time they received the new muskets, to have been 
fully equipped, and are sadly disappointed that they were not. 
The proeuring of these new equipments will supply an existing 
want, and be most acceptable to all parties interested. 

In addition to the equipments spoken of above, I would recom- 


mend that the proper steps be taken to procure for the entire 


National Guard canteens, haversacks, blanket-sacks and bed sacks. 
This equippage will cost comparatively but little, and at the same 
time finish equipping the National Guard for active field duty. 
| FIRST BATALLION OF CAVALRY. 
This organization is composed of two companies. They are en- 
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tered at the Adjutant General's office as “mounted infantry.” As 
there is no authority in the military code for the organization of 
“mounted infantry,” and there is for the organization of а battal- 
ion of cavalry, there is certainly an error in calling them mounted 
infantry. 

I find this organization equipped with nothing but infantry mus- 
kets. No belts, cartridge-boxes or anything else but muskets. 

-I would recommend that this battalion be equipped with regu- 
lar cavalry carbines and sabers in place of the muskets they now 
have. The fact that the headquarters of these two troops bor- 
ders upon the edge of an Indian reservation, and a large settle- . 
ment of “half breeds,” is a strong reason why they should be 
kept up and maintained. That quiet and safety prevails in that 
vicinity at present among the settiers, is perhaps almost entirely 
due to the fact that these two troops of cavalry are there armed 
with rifles and amunition. Hence the importance of maintaining 
and keeping them up. I would, however, seriously recommend. 
that this battalion be required to go into camp with one of the reg- 
iments of infantry at the next annual encampment instead of hold- 
ing an annual encampment by themselves as they did last year. 

They are deficient in drill, discipline and military courtesy. The 
good results emanating from the example of well drilled and 
disciplined organization to them would be very soon apparant.

While the report of the inspection of the different organiza- 
tions may, and does, show defects, and does not show that degree 
of proficiency expected in some of the companies, the National

floating, and espscially. the case among the young men of the 
Territory, it is а wonder that the National Guards has.

to appear with credit, in the school of the company, than he is by 
force of circumstances called away to other parts of the country, 
and his place has to be filled by a raw recruit, thus the difficulty 
of keeping a company up to anything like a high degree of pro- 
ficiency is very apparent indeed. | | 

For the good of the Guard, and for convenience and system, I 
would respectfully recommend that the practice of requiring from 
company commanders monthly reports be adopted, and that a 


blank be prepared for that purpose, 1n order that a complete record 
can be kept of all the drills and parades of each company, and 


who, and how many were present. 'lhis course seems to be in- 
evitable.

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REPORT OF MAJOR W. H. MAKEE. 


ADJUTANI GENERAL, D. N. G. 


DEAR Sir:—I-have the honor to report that Troops A ahd B, 
forming the First Battalion Cavalry, D. N. G., and commanded by 
Captains J. D. Eaton and J. G. Thompson, respectively, went into 


. camp in Camp Tyner at Bottineau, Dakota, September 12th, 1887, 


and remained in camp six days or until the evening of the 18th. 


. Troop A went into camp with 48 men and officers. Troop В went 


into camp with 39 men and officers. The field and staff consisted 
of four commissioned and three non-commissioned officers, making 
a total of 94 men. The first day in camp Springfield 45 calibre 
rifles were issued to the men with cartridges; many of the men 
did not know how to load or handle the guns. Troop and battalion 
drill, also target practice was ordered for each day. "The officers. 
and men entered into their several duties with good will, and at 
the end of the six days became quite proficient in the troop and 
batallion drill. The target practice was good, making an average 
of nine out of a possible 25 at 200 yards. I cannot speak too high- 
ly of the officers and men while in camp. There was present, of 
the Governor's staff, Gen. N. N. Tyner, Col. T. J. Wilder, Col. J. 
H. Mulchaey, also A. L. Lott, major of the First regiment, Capt. 
D. W. Yorkey, Capt. T. A. Dawes, all of which rendered valuable 
assistance. І think the encampment has been very profitable. 
The camp was conducted as if we had been in the presence of an 
enemy. There was regular guard mount each morning, and 
the patrol guards were kept on duty during the 24 
hours with regular reliefs. The rations were supplied ready 
cooked, at 50 cents a man, per day. The total expense of the en- 
campment was $557.00, besides transportation of camp equippage, 
which was shipped from Huron. The guns furnished are of а 
late pattern and formidable weapons, but ndt what the troop 
should be supplied with. They are intended for infantry use, and 
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I would earnestly urge that the First Battalion Cavalry be sup- 
plied with a good, late improved carbine, and it is to be hoped 
that there will be some provision made to supply the command 
with saddles, bridles, aud full horse equipments. I have the honor

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OLD ORDNANCE ACCOUNT WITH. THE UNITED STATES 
GOVERNMENT. 


At the time of the last biennial report there wasan unadjusted 
balance against the Territory of $48,941.84. This was for arms 
issued to the various Governors since the organization of the Ter- 
ritory up to the administration of Governor Ordway. All of this 
ordnance except 1000 stand of arms and accoutrements were un- 
accounted for, and seemed to have passed out of existance. It 
was reasonable t to suppose that much of it had, at various times 
been passed over to the Government, and no receipts taken there- 
for; that much had been consumed in the various wars with the 
Indians, and that some was dispersed over the Territory among 
private inlividuals. Various attempts were made from time to 
time to get asatisfactory adjustment of this matter, as it was not 
deemed just that the Territory should be compelled to pay for 
munitions of war expended in the defense of the general frontier. 
These efforts culminated finally, principally through the efforts of 
Governor L. K. Church, in securing the passage of the following 
bill. 


AN ACT to Authorize the Secretary of War to credit the Terri- 
tory of Dakota with certain sums for Ordnance and Ordnance 
Stores issued to said Territory, and for other’ purposes. 


WHEREAS, It appears from the records of the Ordnance Bu- 
reau of the War Department that the Territory of Dakota stands 
charged with the sum of twenty-seven thousand six hundred and 
fifty dollars for ordnance and ordnance stores issüed to said Terri- 
tory during the year eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, under the 
provisions of the act of Congress approved April seventh, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-six, entitled, “An act to provide arms and am- 
munition for the defense of the inhabitants of Dakota Territory,” 
all of said ordnance and ordnance stores having been drawn by 
the Territory of Dakota and used for the purpose of aiding the

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general Government in the protection of the borders of said Ter 
ritory against the Indian invasions and depredations, and 

WHEREAS, Said ordinance was issued to the inhabitants of said 
Territory as in said act directed, and all of the same has been lost 
and rendered useless in the service; Therefore, 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 

Uumited States of America in Congress assembled : 

That the Secretary of War be, and 15 hereby, directed to cause 
the Territory of Dakota to be creditéd on its ordnance account with 
the sum of twenty-seven thousand six hundred and fifty dollars, up- 
on the delivery to the United States, at such place as the Secretary: 
of War may direct, of all such arms and other ordnance stores ге- | 
maining in the custody of said Territory of the issues thereof 
under said act. А 

Approved, February 28th, 1887.
